The Bureau of Engraving and Printing, almost as an 
afterthought, finally posted their proposed cards for 
2007. Unfortunately subscriptions were almost due 
before the announcement was made! | caught it on 
their website on 6 March, only ten days before it was 
due! The mailed notice arrived on the 13th, two days 
before I went to the Metro Chapter Four meeting at 
the Mega Show in NYC. Perhaps because the meet- 
ing was on a weekday, there were only eleven mem- 
bers present and there was a suggestion that their 
card for the show (see p. 7) may be their last. I have 
had no word on whether Washington Chapter One 
is still producing cards. All this does make it difficult 
to collect “new” issues, but there must be “holes” in 
your collections, there are certainly “holes” in mine!

Regency Superior of St. Louis held an auction 23-25 
February 2007. One of the lots caught my eye: 


“1983 SUMMER OLYMPICS 1984 BEP CARDS [estimate] 
$150-$250 Approximately 600 Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing cards of Scott C101-04 with BEP October 21, 1983 
Washington DC cancel from Philatelic Show’83 in Boston, 
Massachusetts. Each in a white envelope, cards in pristine 
condition. Cat $5400.” 


“Price Realized” published after the sale indicated a 
“hammer” price of $90, i.e., less than 2% of “Cat”! I 
guess this was a “deal” for the buyer, but what 
would someone want with 600 of this one card?. I 
believe the card is B62 (and the Scott numbers are the 
stamps applied to the cards NOT those on the cards) 
with a “Visitors Center” cancel. Does it really have a 
“catalog” value of $9.00? 


Another lot, “17 binders of Commemorative 
Souvenir Panels” from 1975 to 1998, including $25+ 
in extra U.S. postage with an “Estimated cat. $2500” 
and an estimate bid of $500-$700 brought only $400. 
My memory says that the binders alone cost more 
than half that “hammer” price!

The Florida United Numismatist FUN show is huge 
and seemingly prosperous. This year they invited 
Mike Bean to bring a spider press, and he made 
cards at the show. He has three Pulled Proofs from 
his smaller spider press: a lady symbol of justice in 
blue ink on a five by eight vertical format, a 
McKinley card in brown ink in the same 5” X 8” ver- 
tical format, and a 8” X 5” horizontal card with three 
eagles in brown ink with all three cards signed by the 
plate printer. These were $10. [see pp. 5-B] 


For the show, he created an 10” X 8” horizontal card 
[next page] that took six passes. “Florida United 
Numismatists”, “Orlando, FL”, and the show dates 
are in orange ink. There is a large vignette of an eagle 
in brown, two seals in black and one in red and a 
small “Spider Press Printing” at the bottom. He sold 
these for $5.00. Mike generously donated 100 of these 
cards to the SCCS. [They are available, first come 
basis, one per member, for $5.00 plus $2.00 for 
shipping. Checks in the amount of $7.00 should be 
made out to “Souvenir Card Collectors Society” or 
“$.C.C.S.” and sent to William Kriebel, 1923 
Manning Street, Philadelphia, PA 19103-5728. A 
label with your address would be appreciated. ] 


Mike also did seven different “note cards” similar to 
the bureau product on cream stock of 3 X 4 inches. 
He sold these for the reasonable price of $.75 each or 
two for $1.00. They went like hot cakes.

The Society had a meeting at 2:00 p.m. on Saturday, 
6 January at the Orange County Convention Center 
in the South Hall. The meeting was chaired by SCCS 
vice president Steve Patrick. The first part consisted 
of “show and tell” of souvenir cards from 
Washington 2006. There were about a dozen in atten- 
dance including former vice president John Parker, 
Mike Bean, members Steve Costner and John 
Wilson, and new member Sidney Crawford of 
Ozona, FL. Patrick gave a report of the annual meet- 
ing in D.C. and discussed cost cutting moves for the 


SCCS. 





A further benefit was that Mike Bean presented a 
special card to all who stayed to the end of the meet- 
ing. The 8 X 10 card was part of the Plate Printers 
convention book in 2004 and has three vignettes in 
green ink: an eagle, a woman representing the end of 
war, and another “goddess” posed in front of the 
capitol holding an olive branch. John Parker said that 
this would be considered a $30 card on its own. [I 
have an extra copy of this card which I have donated 
to the S.C.C.S. for this auction. See Lot No. 3. Ed.] 


Mike also donated a souvenir folder from the 2006 
convention of the International Plate Printers, Die 
Stampers, Plate Makers and Engravers Union held 
21-24 June in Washington D.C. There are eight 8 X 10 
cards with intaglio vignettes. It will be placed in the 
next society auction with proceeds going to the 
SCCS. [See Lot No. 2, p. 12, 
this issue.] 


John Parker reports that the 
Bureau will probably go to 
both ANA shows with the 
spider press and show 
cards.

4, These two (2) cards, "Five Dollar Reflections," were offered by subscription only at $35.00 with orders 
required to be placed by 16 March (FDOI for ANA, Charlotte) to "guarantee" fulfillment. The BEP 
website indicates that the subscription was available on 27 February, but I did not find it as of 1 March. 
The “Ten Dollar Reflections" (2006) were "sold out" almost as soon as they were issued as a 
"subscription." It is understood that their current policy limits the quantity printed to advance orders or 
the cards sold at the shows. 

5. There are no current plans to issue a FMA card this year. 

6. The three "Ten Dollar Reflections" cards "sold out" very quickly and will be deleted from the next 
listing. Their respective handprints (available only at the shows) have been deleted from this list.
